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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings, filed on 02/13/2002, are objected to because of the following 
reasons: 

The character of numbers and letters of figures 1-7 are not uniform. 
The corrected drawings are required. 

Reasons for allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest an apparatus of a 
side-pump, fiber laser system comprising a plurality of delivery fibers, each contiguous 
with the periphery of internal cladding of the laser fiber; wherein characterized by the 
improvement further includes the refractive index of the core of each the delivery fiber 
being substantially equal to the refractive index of the inner cladding of the laser fiber. 

The most relevant reference, Valentin et al. (U.S. Patent 5,999,673) disclose (in 
figure 7) a light path of the pumping radiation from the multi-mode feeding fiber IF to the 
multi-mode core of the SM-DC fiber FF; wherein the numerical aperture of the multi- 
mode core of the fed fiber FF is equal or greater than that of the feeding fiber IF. 
However, Valentin et al. fail to teach the balance of the indexes of refraction at both 
interfaces (the interface of the core of the fiber IF and the inner cladding of the fiber FF) 
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to prevent from altering the physical dimensions of the cores and degrading the phase 
locking in a multicore fiber laser. 

Claims 1-15 are therefore allowed.

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Snitzer et al. (U.S. Patent 4,81 5.079). Aoyagi et al. (U.S. Patent 
5,170.458), Roba (U.S. Patent 5,491.581) and Waarts etal. (U.S. Patent 5.530.709) 
disclose an optical fiber laser. Goldberg (U.S. Patent 5,854,865) and Wang et al. (U.S. 
Patent 6,101,199) disclose an apparatus and method of making side pumping an optical 
fiber. However, the structure and operation of the device are distinct from that of the 
claimed invention. Therefore, they also fail to disclose or suggest the limitations above.
